SOME POINTERS FOR HUNTERS 


A Summry of What Nimrodo In This 


State, Can and Cannot Do—Season 
for Killing Game Will Soon Open.

est value to hunters during the fall 
nnd winter. Many states mnvo made 
radical changes or additions to their 
game laws since last 
season,

NEW YORK. Sept. S—While tho 


last bitter scenes of the flpht for the 
life ot Henry Clay Belittle, Jr., were 
being enacted today in the little coun- 
try court house in Virginia, Beulah 
Binford. the beautiful girl-woman, al- 
leged to have been the motive lor thQ 
incut sensational murder In the history 
of that State, was held practically a 
prisoner here by moving picture men, 
who used every ruse to conserve her 
value as a drawing card.

Smith, who created n sensation two 
months ago by escaping from the jail 
here, where ho hcd been conned nflcr 
belnx acquitted ty reason ot Infinity, 
of the charge of killing his father, 
Porter Smith, nnd hli brother-in-law. 
KVHIIS Mosxr, In tho home ot tho lit- 
ter, near ijiullhnclil, on March -7, 
130?. was nrrontrd at 2.10 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 
Ho was captured

Uethelboro. 
four 


miles north of Unlonlonn, by Sheriff 
Peter A. Johns nnd three deputies, 
Oatrott Emm*, Jesse Berg nnd Kd- 
ward Hustoad, and Constable Charles 
BolU. 


After twlng brought to Jail here 


Smith told ho* he escaped nnd ot his 
nnnderlngt since. He mild that In nil 
that time ha had not spoken to any 
one ho kn«*w, although he. hnd been 
through 
Unlontotvn 
several 
times 


»lncc ho escaped, had been In Pitts- 
burg s«vci»l tlnic« nnd hnd made sev- 
eral v lilts to his nlfo's homo. 


Smith. nf!er the killing of hl.i f.ither 


nnd his brother-in-law, escaped nnd 
went to Went Virginia, nnd was cap- 
tured between Fairmont and Morgan- 
town by railroad section hands. 
He 


was tried on n charge of murder, but 
tho jury aciulttoil him on the .r.ounds 
ot Insanity. 


After acquittal he wa» held In Jail 


hero b«c.ui»« 'hero w.is no Instil lit Ion 
In the State for the criminally Jnsnn". 
It was the Intention of the court to 
send him to u new H»\hmi which was 
being built In Wnyno county. 


Last July Smith complained ot not 


feeling well and was removed from the 
jail proper to the hosplial department. 
On the nUht of July 3, by use of a 
key made from a spoon, he unlocked 
his cell door and then opened the 
cell of two negro boys, who assisted 
htm to make A sensational escape by 
« ay of the Jail tower and down the 
roof.

Smith »ns seen In 


various places but wns able to elude 
the sheriff nnd poise. 


Two weeks ago Innt Similar. Smith 


wa» arrested In Plttnburj; and confin- 
ed In the Oakland police station, It Is 
said, under an assumed name. 
Ho 


»ns fln<-d J20 or 'M days on a charge 
of carrying concealed wennonn and 
\t.is rellomd of his gun. Ho paid the 
fine nnd went his nay. 


Sheriff Johns got a "tip" that Smith 


had boen In custody In Plttsbiirg nnd 
bellovcd ho would return (o Knyotte 
county, r'or two weeks he has been 
watching, confident Smith noiild re- 
turn to tho home of hli fnthor-ln-law 
to see his wife. 


At 'J o'clock >esterday ntternoon 


Sheriff Johns nnd his dop'ttle* wont 
to the Johnson home In an Automo- 
bile, armed heavily, for they knew 
Smith was armed nnd might prove 
dangerous. 
They 
surrounded 
the 


house. They asked a workman who 
was mowing the lawn If Smith was 
there »nd got the reply. "I guess he 
Is." Then Deputy Kmme entered, fal- 
lowed by Sheriff Johns, nhllo others 
guarded th» outside. 


HmtUi'a nlfe met them nt the deor 


They asked her whore t'rnnk was «nd 
she told them to hunt him. Searching 
the homo. 1,'nime found Smith In his 
•wife's bedroom, lying on the floor on 
n comfort, with it pillow under his 
head 
"Throw up your hands," com- 


manded Kmme, covering Smith with 
n re*ol%er. 
The escaped prison'r 


mado no move to glvo battle, but 
arose slowly and raised both hands 
above his head. 
Kmmo quickly snap- 


pod handcuffs on him and In n half 
hour Smith again was In his old cell 
In jail. 


The news of the cupluro spread

strangers attending criminal court nnd

looked like n tramp, uas given a bath 
and n change of clothing.
